The Army, for 
instance, is being asked to make a detailed 
survey of its whole food position and, if 
possible, to lower its demands or at least 
spread them over longer periods. It is also 
believed that the picture can be clarified 
by a new and careful estimate on the food 
needs of the liberated areas immediately 
contiguous to our fighting forces. 


United States has an inexhaustible ability 
to produce. we have been overconfident 
as to the food this country can grow or 
create. There are well-authenticated ru- 
mors that some governmental departments 
have been too generous in their promises 
for deliveries of foodstuffs to other nations 
and it is even indicated that these commit- 
ments will have to be scaled down, dras- 
tically, to guard against some having to 


go without altogether. Lastly, and with considerable popular

Lord Beveridge, of the famous “Beveridge Plan,” is by nature 
optimistic, and by years old and wise. A few weeks ago he ex- 
pressed Jack of optimism about the Dumbarton Oaks plan, and stated 
that he feared this form of world organization and voting system 
might lead us instead into the next war. 

Lord Beveridge is not alone in his hesitations. There is also 
Cmdr. Harold Stassen. But there has been little candid discussion 
of the proposals raising the critical questions. Our intellectual 
leaders—historians, publicists, international lawyers—seem afraid 
to “rock the boat” and are under pressure to accept the plan in its 
present form lest there “should be no world peace.” Enduring peace 
is civilization’s most imperative need, and since the Dumbarton 
Oaks proposals have become associated in every mind with this 
hope, to criticize them is seemingly to betray peace. Hence there 
are few Lord Beveridges—or Stassens. 

Yet the scheme, as filled out at Yalta, calls for sober reflection. 
Retrospectively and prospectively. 


Once before three powers, after a series of meetings 
Precedent between the heads of states, presented to their peo- 
ples, delirious with joy, a plan for “peace for our times.” Its thesis 
was that if the three great European powers of that day could agree 
“never to go to war against each other’’—and they did—peace could 
be maintained indefinitely. 

But this peace also rested on the assumption that whereas great 
powers should submit to no strictures, smaller states should be sub- 
ject to compulsions if their policies seemed to threaten the peace of 
the powers. That concept inevitably involves the readiness of the 
weak to renounce force in behalf of those who wili not, themselves, 
renounce it. 

Thus the powers delivered up Austria to one of their number 
“to avoid war.” Thus the powers—avoiding ‘unilateral decisions’ — 
brought united pressure to dismember the Czechoslovak state “in 
the interests of world peace.” The Runciman commission had the 
task of actually putting Czechoslovakia in the role of aggressor 
should she refuse to accept the decision of the Big Three. Nor is 
it inapropos to recall that truncated Czechoslovakia was “guaran- 
teed” her “freedom and independence” by the powers, provided only 
that in Prague there should be a “friendly government” to the near- 
est big neighbor. 

That Big Three agreement—the peace of Munich—which ended 
in the extinction of the Czechoslovak republic, though there is still 
a “Czech” government in Prague, did not preclude other alliances, 
as Dumbarton Oaks does not. Britain and France made an alliance 
with Poland against aggressors. Germany also had a long-standing 
nonaggression treaty with the same state. 

The Munich peace foundered on the unwillingness of Poland to 
sacrifice herself for the peace of the powers, and the refusal of two 
of them, Britain and France, to coerce her. 

Germany, having concluded a nonaggression pact with Russia 
and, assuming that the peace of Munich would continue through a 
unilateral decision, or be restored after a fait accompli, moved into 
Poland on a ‘“‘ngere punitive expedition,” whereupon the alliances, 
after some horrified hesitation, went into play. 

To this day Hitler asserts that the Poles, by their “stupid re- 
calcitrance,’ were the aggressors, and that Britain, by honoring the 
Polish alliance by a breach of the pledge “never to go to war against 
each other,” started the war. It began just a year after ‘the peace 
of our times. 


Aggression? It will be argued that none of the present great 

powers has the aggressive intentions of Hitler 
Germany. But prudent men do not draw contracts even with their 
best friends on the assumption of no possibility of default. And 
there is nothing, as far as I can see, in the Dumbarton Oaks plan, 
as such, to prevent a repetition of this bitter experience. 

The great powers are to be above all law and subject to no com- 
pulsions. Therefore, the “force” that is to be used “to prevent 
aggression” can only be used to coerce small states that might 
threaten the peace of the powers. If the great powers should agree 
on measures to be taken against smaller states, these would be help- 
less; but if any one of the powers should seek to extend its “in- 
fluence” over a small state, by force or the threat of force, or by 
interventions hitherto unpermissible under international law, noth- 
ing could stop that power, that would not, at the same time, dis- 
solve the world organization. 

What is, in fact, proposed is not a world order of law, but an 
organizational instrument for continuing great power agreements. 
In our own times we have seen where this can lead. It is the 
prelude to the present war. 

Unless the great powers put themselves under the same re- 
strictions as the small, the world organization might become the 
instrument for a series of Munichs, involving the world in Caesar- 
istic enterprises and perpetual “punitiye expeditions,” out of which 
great power clashes would inevitably develop. Many distrust any 
concept of world peace which divides the world into separate orders 
of morality and sovereignty, Their reasoning is not only “idealis- 
tic.” It is also empirical.

months which most of the experts point to as likely to bring the 
final decision against Germany. 

Some of the more optimistic observers foresee the possibility of 
a decision coming within the next five weeks. Others project a 
date as late as August. 


But the consensus of informed opinion seems to strike a middle 
ground. May and June, these sources feel, promise to mark the 
decisive period. 

The present comparative lulls on the eastern and western fronts 
are designed to permit a build-up for the giant operations that are 
to come—the one great final heave, as Mr. Churchill has put it. 
Operations that are now going on along the Oder in the east and 
along the Rhine in the west are largely preparatory operations. 


The Russians in the east are straightening out their lines, re 
grouping their forces and bringing up supplies for the final drive 
on Berlin, just as British and American forces in the west are con- 


solidating their positions on the Rhine to the same end. 

Weather How long it will take to complete these preliminary 
preparations no one in Washington is able or willing 

to say. Weather conditions may have something to do with it. 


On the eastern front the weather should be ideal for launching 
the spring offensive somewhat later than in the west, where spring 
comes about a month earlier. Ordinarily this might be taken to 
mean that we can expect the final operations to get under way in 
the east earlier than in the west. April and May are likely to offer 
suitable conditions for the Americans and British to get started 
along the Rhine, whereas it may be June before the ground on the 
eastern front becomes firm after the spring thaws. 


Hitler, it is recalled, did not start his invasion of Russia back 
in 1941 until late in June. 

Nevertheless, the expectation of most military men is that the 
two drives will be launched simultaneously—one from the east and 
the other from the west, both aimed at Berlin. In that way a 
heavier burden will be placed on the shattered remnants of Hitler's 
armies. 

Twin drives of the kind would be particularly advantageous to 
the Allies in meeting what is left of the German Luftwaffe. Hitler 
is known to be hoarding a certain nucleus of his air forces for 
the final crucial test, and it would be difficult for him to employ 


these along two fronts. 

The Russians, it is thought, may not make 
Frontal Attack? a frontal assault on Berlin in the beginning, 
as the lineup now indicates. Instead, it is suggested by competent 
sources that they may by-pass the German capital and strike out 
for a junction with American and British forces in the north or 
middle of the Reich. Thereafter the combined Allied forces might 
turn their attention to Berlin, which would then be a sitting duck 
with the other objectives accomplished. 

There is still the utmost confidence in military circles that the 
next great Allied offensive will be the last one. It definitely is 
expected to have the force back of it necessary to bring an end to 
the conflict in Europe, so far as any organized resistance is con- 
cerned. Hitler and a few of his generals may be- able to hold a 
few scattered units together and retire to the mountains of Ba- 
varia for a futile last-ditch stand. 

But the war will be over, for all practical purposes, when the 
Russians and British-Americans join forces on the interior of 
Germany. 

No official view is available for the timing of all of this for 
the reason that President Roosevelt’s injunction of silence against 
predictions as to the war's end still holds. Yet the predominating 
opinion of officials willing to express themselves privately is that 
a quick decision may be looked for once the next great drive gets 
under way. 

May and June are the months to watch. May is likely to be 
the month of action and June the month of decisive results,

Where the Saga 
Of Supply Began 


ISIGNY, France.—There was a muddy and im- 


passable stretch of road ahead. 


So we got out of 


ee the car and walked down the hill toward “Omaha” 
beach. It was quiet here, where once there has been so much noise. 
A restless crow flounced about from one bare tree to another, carping 


at our intrusion. 


We walked down into a little 
valley, with a row of low hills 
behind us. Ahead of us was the 
bluff, on which the Germans were 
waiting that June 6 when the 
American armies poured on to the 
shores of France. It seems so 
long ago now. So much has hap- 
pened since, and the big guns are 
far from here, and the planes and 
the hordes of American soldiers, 
clear across France, beyond the 
Rhine. 

The young soldier who accom- 

anied me, Capt. William C. 

ompson, of the engineers; walk- 
ed along silently, ‘a short, com- 
pact figure. He had the quick but 
sure footing of the trained soldier, 
and the solid, somewhat bow- 
legged walk of the southwesterner. 
His home is in New Mexico, 
whence he came, by stages, from 
Tampa, Fla., where he was born, 
to Georgia, to Mississippi, to Arte- 
sia, N. M. He was in Texas Tech 
at Lubbock, finishing his engineer- 
ing course, when he joined the 
Army.

We climbed to the top of the 
bluff and walked about among 
the concrete pill boxes, the var- 
ious sorts of gun emplacements, 
which the Germans had trained 
upon the beach and the channel 
beyond. Through a deep trench, 
head high, we entered one of the 
concrete structures. 

There was a small room, a staff 
room, and down a flight of stairs 
another room where the Germans 
slept, and beyond that around a 
curve, a kitchen. Capt. Thompson 
stuck his head into the kitchen, 


which had concrete fire boxes at 


one end. 


His sharp complaint was the only sound. 


“That’s where I slept—for six 
weeks.” 
Outside, about the bluff, there

Here and there was 
an antiaircraft gun, its now rusty 
barrel pointing at an empty sky, 
and dugouts also for the big guns, 
sturdy concrete squares, with slits 
for the barrel to sweep the beach. 
The gaunt skeletons of a number 
of houses stood here and there 
on the bluff. This once had been 
a summer resort. Some of the 
people who owned these houses 
had been there on D-Day. 

In a small house hidden behind 
the bluff an cld French couple 
still were living. On the hillside 
was their garden, freshly worked 
and planted. 


The beach now looked like no 
place to enjoy oneself on a summer 
day. The sand had disappeared. 
The ground was churned up into 
mud. Roads criss-crossed it, roads 
quickly built by troops of the Fifth 
and Sixth Engineer Brigades un- 
der German fire. Some of these 
roads were no longer usable, 


They are needed no longer. But 
once they were the avenues of 
victory. This beach was one of 
the two supply bases, the other 
being “Utah” Beach, from which 
everything used by the Army was 
shuttled from boat to beach to 
truck and to the Army advancing 
ahead, first slowly across the 
flooded lowlands and through the 
hedgerows, then more swiftly. 


This was once a very busy 
lace. Night and day, across this 
each, nearly 2,000,000 tons of 
supplies were moved to. the 
armies. “Utah” beach, around the 
bend, where the other American 
Army landed on France, handled 
nearly a million tons. This was 
the tiny break in the German dam 
across France, no bigger figura- 
tively than a child’s hand, through 
which broke the flood of supplies, 
to spread out and sweep all be- 
fore it. Nearly 2,000,000 soldiers 
were landed across these beaches. 


Later, Cherbourg was captured 
and rehabilitated, and the burden 
of supply moved there. Then oth- 
er ports were captured, and they 
shared as they do now. But that 
was some time later. 

This was the beginning. Here 
began the saga of supply, the saga 
of the Army Service Forces. It 
ynakes you very proud to stand 
on “Omaha” beach.

Dissatisfied With War News? 


PRINCETON, N. J.—One gov- 
ernment policy which still is sub- 
tect to a considerable amount of 
eriticism is that dealing with the 
handling of war news. 

While it is of course virtually 
impossible to satisfy everyone, 
war news officials face the job of 
convincing more than a third of 
the people that good reasons exist 
for releasing only as much news 
as is now being given out. 

. Fifty-five per cent said they 
thought the government was giv- 
ing as much information as it 


should about the war. Thirty-six 
per cent said they did not think) 
so. Nine per cent were undecided. | 

The people who follow the war | 
news most carefully—those in the. 
higher educational levels—are the | 
most critical. In contrast, those. 
who have not gone through high | 
school are inclined to be the least | 
critical of the amount of news| 
they get. 

It i¢ likewise notable that people 
50 years of age and over are more 
inclined to be critical of the gov- 
ernment’s news policies than is 
true for younger people. 

The chief criticism, far and 
away, is that information is with- 
held, delayed unnecessarily, or 
soft-pedalied.

It is a good rule never to judge 
any New Deal proposal by its 
professed purposes, a lesson we 
should have learned from the Wag- 
ner act, the social security act and 
the selective act, to name a few 
examples of duplicity and de- 
ceit.

| “In handling prisoners of war 
we learn things. We learn that 
fully 50 per cent of the prisoners 
of war we are taking are not Ger- 
man. They are Russians, Poles 
and Czechs who have been forced 
into the German army. There are 
just enough Nazis in there to con- 
trol them and make them fight, 
thus leaving a tremendous Ger- 
man reserve in the background. 
And then, too, the German woman 
is a more fanatical Nazi than the 
man.”

tion is committed. 


Aimed directly at John L. Lew- 
iss demand for a royalty of 10 
cents a ton, payable to the United 
Mine Workers’ Union, on all coal 
produced by his men, the Bailey 
bill provides that, except for the 
checkoff of union dues and other 
normal operating practices of la- 
bor unions, “it shall be unlawful

These are reasonable questions to which Earl 
Mann, president of the independent Atlanta 
Crackers of the Southern Association, seeks rea- 
sonable answers. 

Mann insists that the minor leagues should 
have a voice in electing a new commissioner if 
they are to be governed by him. 


“Just 


imagine,” 


said Mann, “the major 


leagues being governed by a minor league com- 
missioner they had nothing to do with electing! 


It’s just as reasonable. 


“I further believe that the commissioner should have com- 
plete authority; otherwise, the office will have no appeal 


whatsoever to the public. 


And, frthermore, the players who 


have no voice in making the laws by which they are gov- 

erned must have some authority who can speak for them. The 

commissioner should certainly have authority to determine 

conduct detrimental to the game.” 

Mann thinks that a commissioner of the J. Edgar Hoover or Jim 
Farley type would be readily acceptable to the game and the gen- 
eral public, and that the appointment of such a man would prove 


a great inspiration to youngsters. 


Regarding trips of major league representatives to Washington 
for the purpose of seeking information on the status of the game, 
Mann believes they are possibly okay for the purpose of obtaining 


information only. 


Make No Trips 


impression with the public. 


However, such trips should not be of a 
secret nature, as masking leaves a wrong 


“We have operated three years without making a trip to Wash- 
ington and, in my humble opinion, baseball men are only kidding 
themselves when they try to make anyone believe that baseball is 
essential to winning the war,” the Crackers’ boss continued. 

“From our standpoint, Judge Landis expressed fully our posi- 
tion when he wrote Gen. Hershey, ‘I have repeatedly stated on 
behalf of everybody connected with professional baseball that we 
ask no preferential treatment—that we would be disgraced if we 
got it—and that we desire that all laws and regulations having to 
do with this war shall operate upon our personnel precisely as upon 


the others. 


“If baseball isn’t intelligent enough to follow this sound advice, 
irreparable harm may come to the game.” 

As to the revision of the major-minor league agreement 
and rules, Mann believes that “the rules should apply to each 
club and league, just as much alike as possible, and there 
shouldn’t be such discrimination between the various classi- 
fications as exists today—especially in favor of the Double A 


and major leagues. As far as possible we should confo 


to 


the laws of the land in writing this new agreement.” 

Continuing, Mann stressed that “every rule which has governed 
baseball, and which will govern baseball in the future, whether 
written or unwritten, should be written into the new agreement. 
These should include the edicts of Landis and Judge Bramham, if 
they are necessary to govern baseball. 

“I further believe that the major-minor agreement should in- 
clude only those items that apply to the majors and minors. Why 
should the major leagues be permitted to pass on the player limits, 
and those kind of things, of the minor leagues when the minors 
have no voice in such regulations in the major leagues? 

“We should try to do something about paying large 


bonuses to untried young players. 


The majors are cutting 


each other’s throats in this respect, and if a limit isn’t put 
on this bonus situation, baseball is sounding its own death 


knell. 


The major leagues should realize they can’t survive 


without the minors, and they should strive to helyp us. 
“Selfishness and monopolistic tendencies have no place in base- 


ball. 
game,” Mann concluded.

If all minor league club owners feel 
like Charley Graham, president of the 


San Francisco club, it may take a lot of persuasion to induce them 
to accept the choice of the majors for the new commissioner.

She 
was born in Baghdad, where she has resided until her arrival in 
America 18 months ago. She and her father made the journey 
from Baghdad to Damascus by motor, from Damascus to Cairo by 
rail, and from Cairo to America by plane. 

Corinne, who is 15 years old, is a petite brunette with curly, 
dark-brown hair and olive complexion. And her hostesses think 
she is one of the most thoughtful, considerate and ladylike guests 
they have ever known. She speaks five languages, English, French, 
Spanish, Persian and Arabic. She leads her classes at Warrenton, 
too, and at the completion of her courses there she plans to enter 
Cambridge, in England, the alma mater of her father, to study 
medicine. 

As effervescent as a glass of champagne, Corinne bubbles over 
with life and enthusiasm. She revels in sports, particularly horse- 
back riding, and, as proof of her prowess as an expert equestrienne, 
she won third place in the horse races, recently held in Warrenton. 
She told Sally that in Baghdad education is much more intensive 
than in America; that instead of carrying four or five courses in 
high school, Arabic children take nine or ten, and there is no out- 
side diversion offered, such as sports or social activities. 

Sally also learned from Corinne that at Christmas time, trees 
are decorated and lighted just as they are in Ang rica, but instead 
of evergreens, the Yuletide trees in Baghdad are palms. 

Corinne’s hope is that when she has completed her medical 
training she can return to Iraq and assist in improving Arabian 
living conditions. 


MRS. DUKE’S CAMELLIAS 

When Mrs. Paul Duke lectured on camellias last week at the 
Garden Center, she illustrated her talk with some exquisite blos- 
soms from her own garden in Druid Hills. You see, Mrs. Duke is 
an authority on camellia japonicas, having learned about them the 
“hard way,” which is by practical experience, she says. 

The Duke gardens have been the mecca during the past few 
weeks of numerous visitors who have had a yen to see her giant 
Herme camellia which is just passing the height of its blooming 
season. According to all accounts, it was a lovely sight to behold, 
with hundreds of variegated rose-and-white blossoms with yellow 
stamens. The plant is probably the largest in the city, for it is 67 
years old by actual count. Mrs. Duke bought it in Charleston, 
S. C., some 10 or 12 years ago, and had a tree surgeon move it to 
her garden on Oxford road. The plant did not bloom for the first 
25 years of its existence, it seems, for it is one of the variety that 
is ordinarily grown under glass in this latitude. However, it grad- 
ually became acclimated, and now it blooms profusely under Mrs. 
Duke’s expert care and in a favored spot of eastern exposure. 

Camellias are very slow in growing, it seems, and Mrs. Duke 
does not have the patience to start with small plants that the 
florists sell. Instead she scouts the countryside to find large, sea- 
soned plants, and then tries to buy them, not always with success. 
She tried for 15 years to purchase the 67-year-old plant in Charles- 
ton before the owner would part with it. Her garden also con- 
tains plants that she has bought from Griffin, Alpharetta and 


Savannah.

school for necessary library, in 
firmary, health, laboratory and 
other similar fees. This means the 
school or training institution will 
receive from the V. A. the cost of 
tuition and virtually all other nec- 
essary expenses “as are generally 
required for the successful com- 
pletion of the course by other stu- 
dents in the Institution.” This pay- 
ment to the school doesn’t include 
board, lodging, travel or other liv- 
ing expenses. 

For all of these laboratory, in- 
firmary, etc. expenses, including 
tuition, there’s a top limit of $500 
for an ordinary school year. It’s 
important for us to remember, 
therefore, that after a course has 
been chosen, we must select our 
school only after we find out what 
the cost of tuition and fees will 
total. 

It’s easy to see that, if you se 
lected a school which customarily 
charges tuition of $500, you’d cer- 
tainly be hitting the nail squarely 
on the thumb, since there wouldn't 
be a dime left to pay for fees and 
supplies. 

The law definitely limits ex- 
penditures for a school year to a 
top of $500 and, evén though of- 
ficials of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion might like to make an excep- 
tion in your perhaps worthy case, 
it can't be done. After all, the 
total cost to the country for this 
program, if we ex-service people 
really go all-out for it, is going 
to be out of this world. It could 
be more than that, if no top per 
year limit had been fixed by law. 

I've stressed that the top limit 
applies to an ordinary school year. 
That has been defined by the V. 
A. as from 30 to 38 weeks. This 
definition, while logical and more 
than fair, has caused small dis- 
turbances like a breeze blowing 
the surface of a placid lake the 
wrong way.
